ASKED $2.50 FRONT FOOT 


Special Ordinance Required, it is Said, 
With Regular Legal Procedure, to 


Compel Payment of Assessments. 


It is probable that the paving pro­ 
gram of the Gettysburg Town Council 
for this year will be considerably de­ 
layed, owing to the objection of a few 
residents in each block where the pro­ 
posed improvements were to be made. 
The program, outlined after consider­ 
able effort on the part of the several 
members of Council, meant an outlay 
of nearly 120,000, and included pav­ 
ing 
Hanover street and 
Washington 
street from the Philadelphia and Read­ 
ing railroad 
to the entrance 
to the 
Annie Warner Hospital. 


After several month’s work in pre­ 
paring their 
program for 
the sum- 
j mer, bids were taken for the improve­ 
ment of these streets with a concrete 
roadway. 
These bids proved entirely 
satisfactory to the members of Coun­ 
cil, but it was found that the funds in 
the treasury -would not handle the ex­ 
penditure. 
It was therefore decided 
to ask the property owners to volun­ 
tarily 
obligate 
themselves 
to 
pay 
$2.50 a front foot toward the cost and 
the borough to pay the difference, 
j 
The Highway Committee took upon 
'itself the task of soliciting 
these 
pledges 
and 
generally 
met 
with 
prompt and satisfactory response, but 
on 
practically 
every 
square, 
there 
have been one or more property hold­ 
ers, who 
refused to sign 
the agree­ 
ment, and this made the closing of the 
deal impossible. 


In order to proceed with the work, 
it will now be necessary, it is said, to 
enact a special ordinance, which will 
make legal collection 
of assessments 
from these objectors possible. 
The 
law requires, according to one author­ 
ity, that to do this. Council must have 
the consent of the majority of the pro­ 
perty owners on the street. 
Then the 
ordinance must be properly advertised 
and go through the necessary 
legal 
procedure, which will require consid­ 
erable time, so that if this were sta rt­ 
ed immediately, work

YORK DEADLOCK TIGHTENS 


Mayor Refuses to Swear in Judge’s 
Appointee to City Council. 


York, Pa., June 21.—-The situation 
relative in filling a vacancy in Council 
was still more complicated yesterday 
when Mayor Hugentugler declined to 
administer the oath to Edward C. 
Boeckel, who was named by President 
Judge Wanner, of the County Court, 
to succeed the late John H. Dobbling. 
Tho Mayor took the stand that the ap­ 
pointment was not legally made be­ 
cause Associate Judge Ross has filed 
objection to the appointment made by 
Judge Wanner. 
Hobbling was a Re­ 
publican and the successor named by 
Judge Wanner is a Democrat. 
The 
Mayor said that he was acting on ad­ 
vice of City Solicitor McCall in re­ 
fusing to recognize Judge W anness 
appointee. 
Previously the members of Council 
had been deadlocked on filling the va­ 
cancy. 
It is expected that a higher 
court decision will be required to de­ 
cide the legality of Roeckel's appoint­ 
ment. 
City 
Solicitor McCall 
ex­ 
plained to the members of Council to­ 
day that, should Boeckel be accepted 
as a member and as such act on pav­ 
ing and other contracts, the city might 
be involved to an extent of hundreds 
of thousands of dollars should the ap­ 
pointment later be shown to have been 
illegal. 
A resolution offered by the Mayor 
for appointment of associate counsel 
with Solicitor McCall to conduct the 
test of Boeekel’s appoinment was op­ 
posed by Councilmen 
Bollinger 
and 
Grove and supported by the Mayor and 
Councilman Antine, producing another 
deadlock.

London, June 21.—Large forces of 
London’s men of the pen, the pencil 
and the camera laid siege to William 
Howard Taft today and captured him , 
bodily. 
Their ranks comprised news­ 
papermen, photographers, moving pic­

operators and cartoonists, 
all 
clamoring at once to see the Chief 
Justice of the United States. 
He 
finally surrendered to all four divi­ 
sions, being interviewed, photographed 
and caricatured at the same time. 1 
Otherwise the Chief Justice’s second 
day in London was spent for the most 
part in visiting the English law courts. 
He u<as accompanied by Sir John Si­ 
mon, former Attorney General, and 
other leaders of the British Bar. 
He 
had luncheon with Ambassador H ar­ 
vey /gnd later^MU^l on King George, 
to whom he presented a message of 
greeting and friendship from Presi­ 
dent Harding. 
The Chief Justice-and 
Mrs. Taft will be presented to King 
George und Queen Mary today by A m ­ 
bassador and Mrs. Harvey. 
The former President is being PMr‘ 
feited with luncheons, banquets and 
miscellaneous 
festivities, and it 
is 
feared he will not be able to give as 
much time as he expected to the study 
of English judicial procedure. 
The pressure of his engagements if 
remindful of his Presidential 
days,

organizations and societies of disabled 
soldiers on all sides swamping him 
with invitations to make addresses.
